VESSEL DESTROYED BY 
FIRE ON WEST RIVER 


‘Three English Officers and 


Two Portuguese Guards 
Kill 14 Chinamen, 


Vancouer, May 22.—On April 27, 
1913, the British steamer Tail,On, was 
pirated on the West River under cir- 
cumstances which aroused world-wide 
interest On April 27, 1914, the same 
vessel was pirated on the same spot 
and this time was destroyed by fire 
after the British officers had put up a 
hard fight against the horde of Chinese 
pirates. 

News of the stirring battle was 
brought here yesterday by the C.P.R. 
liner Empress of Japan, which is in 
port from the Orient.

Pirates Fire Ship. 

The pirates then retired to the lower 
|deck, stopped the engines, cut off the 
electric lights, and put the steering 
jgear out of commission. Then they 
broke open some tins of kerosene and 
set fire to the Tal On, The fire spread 
rapidly and the vessel was soon aflame 
from stem to stern, 

The Chinese passengers and crew 
jumped into the river, while the Bri- 
tishers sent up rockets, which were 
sighted by the steamers Shun Lee, the 
Wo Kwai and the Shu On Hoi Sang. 
These vessels came As near a8 pos- 
sible and lowered boats and saved 
|most of the passengers, 

The three white men stayed with 
the ship until it was too hot and then 
ithey hung from the port holes shout- 
ing advice to the passengers. Mr, 
Iivans, the mate, finally grabbed an 
oar and jumped into the water and 
; Was never seen again, Chief Engineer 
McCartney was picked up by the Shu 
On and Captain Wetherill was rescued 
by the Wo Kwal. Two two Portuguese 
guards were also saved.

EDMONTON’S ONLY RIVAL FOR 
TRADE OF THE PEACE RIVER. 

Believing that the Peace River extension of the Pacific 
Great Eastern is to meet the Edmonton, Dunvegan and Brit- 
ish Columbia railway at the provincial boundary line in the | 
Peace River district, thus providing a new connection with 
Edmonton and northern Alberta, Vancouver manufacturing 
and distributing interests are looking forward to extending 
their sphere of trade into Alberta and even competing with 
Edmonton in what might be considered Edmonton’s home 
territory. 

Recent statements that the Edmonton, Dunvegan and 
British Columbia line will meet the Pacific Great Eastern ex- 
tension at a point on the boundary line a short distance south 
of the Peace river is, according to Vancouver business men 
passing through this city from time to time, regarded in Van- 
couver as of prime importance to all manufacturers, whole- 
salers and jobbers of Vancouver and district. Although the 
A, and G. W. line into the Peace river district is not to be 
finished till 1915 and the Pacific Great Eastern extension will 
probably not see traffic until the following year, it is stated 
by visitors to the coast city that they hope eventually to carry 
their trade competition into Edmonton’s territory. 

Coast merchants and wholesalers claim in the first in- 
stance that goods can be landed there after a water haul, pro- 
bably via the Panama canal cheaper than Edmonton can get 
them on the long rail haul from the east, and according to this 
reasoning, be able to pay for the rail haul up the Pacific Great 
Eastern and still get into Alberta points via the Edmonton, 
Dunvegan and British Columbia line as cheaply as can the 
merchants of Edmonton. From Vancouver to the boundry 
line in the Peace River block where the P.G.E. is to meet the

Centenary of Sidney Gay, 
Editor and Abolitionist. 

Embryo knights of the Fourth Estate 
{n the many schools of Journalism 
would do, well to celebrate today the 
centenary of Sidney Howard Gay, one 
of the ablest and most consclent‘ous 
of nineteenth century newspaper edl- 
tors. He was a master of English that 
was both foreful and polished, but 
above and beyond his literary ability 
were his devotion to principle and his 
keen appreciation of the duties and re- 
sponsibilitles of the profession which 
wes his Hfework Facility in writing 
may be a dangerous gift, so far as the 
public welfare is concerned, if it fs not 
animated and directed by principle. 
Gay's career is worthy of study and 
emulation by all prospective news- 
paper men, although from it he do- 
rived neither wealth nor glory, as 
much of hls best work was anonymous 
and the credit which rightfully be- 
longed to him was accorded to others. 

Sidney Howard Gay was born 100 
years ago today, May 22, 1814, in Hing- 
ham, Mass. He was a descendant of 
Governor Bradford of Plymouth Colony 
and the inherttor of a Puritan's con- 
sclence which permitted no compromise 
with what he considered wrong. Gay 
entered Harvard at the age of 15, and 
studied Inw in the office of his father, 
Ebenezer Gay. When the time came 
for him to bo called to the bar he re- 
fused to take an oath to support the 
constitution of the United States, on 
the ground that tt fostered and pro- 
tected slavery. From his boyhood Gay 
had manifested the most profound 
hatred of the institution of slavery, 
and, when the legal profession was 
closed to him, he determined to spend 
his life in working for the abolition 
cause, From 1842 to 1857 he was edl- 
tor of the Anti-slavery Standard, and 
made many lecture tours, The cause 
he represented was then highly un- 
popular, even in many parts of the 
north, and Gay was often insulted and 
threatened with death. 


While the Panama canal its the 
greatest engineering project of Its 
kind ever attempted In the world’s his- 
tory, there are several other “big 
ditches” worthy of attention. Third 
in cost among the canals of the world 
{s the famous Manchester ship canal, 
which was formally {inaugurated by 
Queen Victoria 20 years ago today, 
May 21, 1894, The appropriations 
made by Congress for the construction 
of the Panama canal amount to $322,- 
541,468, The Suez canal, completed 
in 1869, cost $100,000,000 while the 
Manchester canal stands third, having 
cost $85,000,000. This canal, thirty- 
five and one-half miles in length, 
makes a seaport of the great industrial 
city of Manchester, connecting It with 
Liverpool. It {s wide and deep enough 
for ocean nteamers drawing 26 feet to 


George and 330 miles from that point on the Grand Trunk dock nt the wharves. The city of Man- 


Pacific to the meeting place with the Alberta line. 

This is practically twice the distance from Edmonton to 
the same point, but Vancouver wholesalers figure that the ex- 
pense of the longer haul can be overcome by reason of the 
cheaper rates into Vancouver by water, and claim that they 
will eventually be able to capture possibly 100 miles of Peace 
river territory in Alberta and get into the rich Grand Prairie 
section along-the Smoky river. This is regarded as one of the 
best portions of the Peace River valley. 

Edmonton however will have considerable handicap at 
this end on account of the fact that the A. and G. W. road 
will be into the Peace River district and will touch the boundry 
line, a year before the line from the coast does, and this will 
be the opportunity of Edmonton merchants and wholesalers 
{fo get in on the ground floor and get a grip on the trade of the 
great Peace river country. With the completion of the Pa- 
cific Great Eastern extension from the coast and the A, and G. 
W. from Edmonton, will begin a battle for trade supremacy 
in the great north, and any advantage gained by either of the 
competing cities will be keenly felt by the other, and the estab- 
lishment of Edmonton as a great distributing point for the 
Peace River country must soon be begun. 

Vancouver will also be able to ship a considerable dis- 
tance east of Fort George on the Grand Trunk Pacific and 
compete with Edmonton interests on this side of the boundry 
line, and also in the great loop of land from Fort George north, 
northeast and then southeast to Edmonton, which is formed 
by the two railroads to the Peace River, and here again will be 
enacted lively competition to secure the bulk of trade, all of 
which shows the vast possibilities that lie within reach of Ed- 
monton business houses, from a trade point of view, in the 
great Peace River district. 


WHAT AVIATION PROMISES 
TO DO THIS YEAR. 

A few days ago the cable told of an aviator who was 
preparing to cross the Andes where the peaks rise to a height 
of 22,000 feet. The cable also told how Aviator Legagneux, 
in France, had broken the world’s record by ascending to a 
height of 20,688 feet, or nearly four miles. On the same day 
canie the news of Oscar Bider, a Swiss aviator, safely crossing 
the Alps in the midst of a fog.

A French statistician confirms this by figures, | 
showing that, whereas in 1908 there was a mortal accident for 
every 1000 kilometers flown, in 1912 there was one death for| 
every 140,000 kilometers flown. This is about 85,000 miles. | 
There were 140 deaths in 1912 for 20,000,000 kilometers | 
flown, as compared to 78 deaths for 3,700,000 kilometers | 
flown in 1911,

The Welland ship canal in Canada, 
when all the proposed improvements 
are completed, will rank among the 
most Important and expensive of the 
world’s ship canals, It runs parallel 
to the Niagara river, from Port Col- 
borne, on Lake Erie, to Port Dalhou- 
sie, on Lake Ontario, a distance ot 
nearly 27 miles, It was opened to 
travel In 1833, and has since been en- 
larged and deepened, making the total 
cost of the project $26,090,366. The 
increaso of the depth from 14 to 22 
feet andother {mprovements will cost 
$30,000,000 nore. The Welland canal 
overcomes the obstacle to navigation 
between the lakes presented by the 
Niagara Falls. 

The Cape Cod sea level ship canal, 
now nearing completion, is another 
mighty project of this nature. It {s 
about a dozen moles in length and 25 
feet deep, and by connecting Buzzard's 
Bay and Massachusetts Bay will shor- 
ten the sea route between Boston and 
New York by about 63 miles, The 
Cape Cod canal is expected to be na- 
vVigable by the middle of summer, but 
will probably not be opened for gener- 
al business until November, 

The Suez canal, connecting the Med- 
iterranean and Red seas, was comple- 
ted In 1869, at a cost ofabout $100,000,- 
000. Most of the labor was performed 
by Egyptians who were forced to toll 
for a mere pittance, barely able to 
keep them alive, and who were watch- 
ed over by brutal overseers who cons- 
tantly plied their lashes on the bare 
backs of the Khedive's slaves. 

Germany's greatest canal, and the 
most Important “ditch” of continental 
Europe, is the Kaiser Wilhelm canal 
connecting the Baltle and North seas. 
It was completed {n 1895 at oa. cost of 
$40,000,000, It is a sea-level canal, 
36 feet In depth, and 61 miles long. 

Longest of the world’s canals Is the 
Erie, between Albany and Buffalo, 387 
miles. It was completed {In 1826, and 
the cost, with improvements, amounts 
to $62,540,200. The Erie, and the Os- 
wezo and Champlain canals, are now 
being enlarged by the State of New 
York to a depth of i2 feet. The cost

TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY, 


In an address to the electors of West 
Durham 32 years ago today, May 22, 
1888, Edward Blake, who had been 
leader of the Opposition since 1878, 
made an important statement as to his 
attitude on the tariff question. An- 
nouncing hmigelf as opposed to pro- 
tection on principle, he added that 
“we aré obliged to raise yearly a great 
sum mainly by Import duties lald to 
a great extent on goods similar to those 
which can be manufactured here and ft 
resultS as a necessary Incident of our 
settled fiscal system that there must 
be a large and, as I believe, in the 
view of moderate protectlonists, an 
ample advantage to the home manu- 
facturer." This declaration was not 
very satisfactory to many of Mr, 
Blake's party colleagues, Five years 
later Mr. Blake, in his campaign “key- 
note’ speech, declared that “It is 
clearer than ever that a very high 
scale of taxation must be retained and 
that manufacturers have nothing to 
fear." Ile doclared for a fiscal pro- 
gram which should bring about “such 
reductions of expenditure as may al- 
low a reduction of taxation; a lighten- 
ing of taxes upon the prime necessaries 
of life and upon the raw material of 
manufactures; a more equitable ar- 
rangement of the taxes which now 
bear unfairly upon the poor as com- 
pared with the rich; a taxation of 
luxurles just so high as will not thwart 
our object by greatly checking con- 
sumption; the curbing of monopolies of 
production in cases when, by corabin- | 
ation or otherwise, the tariff allows an 
undue or exorbitant profit to be ex- 
acted from thé consumers; the effort 
—a most important polnt—to promote 
reciprocal trade with our neighbors to 
the south.” This appeal to the country 
failed, Mr. Blake retired from leader- 
ship, and a little later Sir Richard 
Cartwright boldly declared for a policy 
of reciprocity with the United States 
in farm and industrial products.
